SUMMARY: DPC AGREED ON SEPTEMBER 26 TO NOTE COMPLETION OF 
CONSULTATION PROCEDURES ON CANADIAN DEFENSE PROPOSALS AS 
ANNOUNCED BY CANADA TO THE DPC ON SEPTEMBER 5, SUBJECT TO CON- 
TINUING CONSULTATION AND MONITORING WITHIN THE CONTEXT OF THE 
ANNUAL DEFENSE PLANNING REVIEW. PROPOSALS REMAIN CLASSIFIED 
SECRET PENDING EXPECTED PUBLIC ANNOUNCEMENT AROUND OCTOBER 
10 BY GOC. END SUMMARY. 

1. FOLLOWING FURTHER EVALUATION OF CANADIAN DEFENSE PROPOSALS 
BY THE MILITARY COMMITTEE (MCM-62-73) THE DPC AGREED TO NOTE 
THAT: A. CONSULTATION HAD TAKEN PLACE ON THE REVISED CANADIAN 
DEFENSE PROGRAM. 

B. AIM OF PROGRAM IS TO INCREASE RESOURCES DEVOTED TO 
CAPITAL EXPENDITURES. BUT SHOULD INFLATION SERIOUSLY IMPINGE 

SECRET 
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ON MANAGEMENT OF PROGRAM, IT WOULD BE REASONABLE TO EXPECT 
THERE WOULD BE CAUSE FOR FURTHER REVIEW. 

C. APPROPRIATE CONSULTATION WILL TAKE PLACE WITH MAJOR 
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NATO COMMANDERS ON THE PROPOSED EQUIPMENT ACQUISITION PROGRAM. 

D. PROPOSED QUALITATIVE AND QUANTITATIVE CHANGES OF THE 
PROGRAM WILL BE MONITORED AND REPORTED IN THE CONTEXT OF THE 
ANNUAL DEFENSE PLANNING REVIEW. 

2. U.K. (PECK) OFFERED THE ONLY COMMENTS. HE WAS GRATEFUL FOR 
THE RAPIDITY WITH WHICH THE MILITARY COMMITTEE HAD MADE ITS 
NEW ASSESSMENT AND WELCOMED THE ASSURANCES THAT IF INFLATION 
OVERTOOK THE SEVEN PERCENT ANNUAL INCREASE IN THE DEFENSE 
BUDGET. THIS WOULD BE CAUSE FOR A FURTHER REVIEW. HE NOTED 
THAT THE FOUR DESTROYERS IN QUESTION WERE NOT AS OLD AS MANY 
OTHER VESSELS IN THE ALLIANCE AND HOPED THAT CANADA WOULD NOT SEE 
FIT TO DISPOSE OF THEM OUTSIDE THE ALLIANCE. IN CONCLUDING, 

HE COMMENTED ON THE RAPIDITY WITH WHICH CONSULTATIONS HAD TAKEN 
PLACE AND HOPED THAT FUTURE CASES MIGHT ALLOW MORE 
ADEQUATE TIME. 

3. IN REPLY, CANADA (MENZIES) POINTED TO THE FACT THAT CM-55-82 
PROVIDED FOR CONSIDERATION OF "IMPORTANT QUALITATIVE AND QUAN- 
TITATIVE CHANGES" IN CURRENT OR PROSPECTIVE FORCE CONTRIBUTIONS 
TO NATO, AT SUCH TIMES AS WOULD MAKE IT IMPRACTICAL TO CONSIDER 
UNDER NORMAL REVIEW PROCEDURES. CANADA CONSIDERED ITS PROPOSED 
FORCE CHANGES AS OF MARGINAL IMPORTANCE BUT HAD NEVERTHELESS 
CONSULTED SO AS NOT TO ESTABLISH AN ADVERSE PRECEDENT. THE DPC 
SHOULD HAVE SOME CONSIDERATION FOR SIZE AND IMPORTANCE OF CHANGES; 
SMALL CHANGES WOULD SUGGEST A DIFFERENT TIME FRAME THAN MAJOR 
CHANGES. 

4. PUBLIC ANNOUNCEMENT OF PROPOSALS IS EXPECTED TO BE MADE IN 
OTTAWA AROUND OCTOBER 10. UNTIL THAT TIME MENZIES REQUESTED ALL 
DETAILS REMAIN CLASSIFIED SECRET.
